REFUSAL FOLLOWS 


New Sensation in Balkans 
Follows Surrender of 
Montenegro. 


Today's War News 
Given in Summary 


The situation in the Balkans, sud- 
denly grown tense, from the allied 
point of view, with the capitulation 
of the Montenegrin, has entered a 
new and critical phase, according to 
reports 
through German 
channels, 
which state that the entente powers 
have demanded that Greece, within 
twenty-four hours, deliver passoprts 
to the ministers of the central pow- 
ers in Athens. 
Lack of compliance 
by Greece would cause the allies to 
take "necessary measures," 
decîaie 
the Berlin advices, which are based 
on a dispatch from Sofia given out 
by the semi-official German 
News 
agency. 


Meanwhile come additional reports 
of the acivity of the Teutonic allies 
'in the Saloniki sector. Some 320,000 
troops are 
reported 
to have been 
massed by them north of the Greek 
border, while the Turks, who ap- 
parestly are to participate in the 
expected advance against 
Saloniki, 
are-said 
to 
have 
transfened 400 
guns from the Gallipoli i)eninsulas" 
to Xainthi, seven miles ' northwest of 
Dedeaghatch, Bulgaria, where they 
would be available for use against 
the allies right wing. 


Little further news has come to 
hand of the important operations in 
Mesopotamia, where a British relief 
force is nearing the beleagured gai- 
rison at Kut-el-Amara, the Turkish 
war ofiSce reporting no change in the 
situation, mentioning, however, the 
destruction of 
a 
British monitor 
about twenty-five 
miles 
down the 
Tigris, from Kut.

Seven Indiana boys who won championship honors as corn- 
taisers last year, another youth who was the state's premier in pork 
production and a IS-year-old girl who made the best Indiana record 
in the dairj^ing industry, are now enjoying a free trip to Washing- 
ton and other eastern cities on a sight-seeing trip as a reward for 
their achievements. 
The start was made after a visit to the sta'te 
bouse in Indianapolis, where Governor Ralston and other Indiana 
dignitaries were proud to do them honor. Throughout the journey 
the^^oung folk will be properly chaperoned, and will be given ev§ry 
opportunity to get the most out of an experience that will doubtless 
always be with them as a lively memory. 


We have heard much of preachment in these later years on the 
f back to the farm" movement, and loud lamentations over the fact 
that the young people were deserting the farm for the more invit- 
ing and supposedly easier life of the towns and the cities. To our 
mind the movement that has culminated in this wonderful trip for 
I the young people wiil do vastly more practical good in stimulating a 
love for the farm than all the panegyrics ever delivered. The com- 
petition launched under the auspiccs of the Boys' and Girls' club 
movement in Indiana has awakened an interest in farming, in stock- 
raising and in daii-jdng among the boys and girls of Indiana farms 
that could not have beeji aroused in any other manner, and the keen- 
ness of the competition shov/s a iiride in achievement that is wide- 
spread and genuine. It has enlisted the active interest of Indiana 
tfarm boys and girls, and awakened them to a realization that there 
opportunity quite as wide and achievement just as honorable and 
reward just as certain and substantial to be found on the farm as 
in some other avenue of life that seems for the time more alluring, 
but in which the rewards arc but transitory and soon tuiii to ashes. 
Th^Hresent boy and girl winners in Indiana are to be congratulated 
Nj^Mtheir success and honored for their achievement. 
Next year, 
doubtless there will be a still larger number catch the inspiration and 
seek the new distinction. The plan is a splendid one both in the im- 
mediate results and in the larger fmits Avhich arc to be the yield of 
bhc years to come. 


If there ever was any serious expectation that the rank and file 
of the prohibition party in Indiana would fall over itself to desert 
its own organization and flock to the standard of Mr. Hanly as the 
progressive gubernatorial banner-can-ier in Indiana this year, that 
must be pretty thoroughly dissipated by this time.

"Why should any prohibitionist get excited and 
follow Mr. Hanly, or any other man, into a wilderness of politics 
prhere even the leader doesn't knoAv the way out? He never inten- 
tionally did the prohibition party one atom of good and doesn't in- 
tend doing it any good now.'' 


After all, it is difficult to see why members of the Ford peace 
party should be especially peeved over the fact that they are in- 
terned at The Hague because Germany refuses them permission to 
again trek across the empire in order to get out of the country they 
were so insistent in reaching ten days ago. They sailed from Amer- 
ica with thé announced purpose of laboring for peace, and they are 
manifestly in the immediate proximity of where peace is most needed.

I don't blame any particular coun- 
try—thej'- are ALL doing it. 
And 
it 
comes out so naturally, there in 
the 
midst of all the heat and prejudice, that 
you can't even bring yourself to realize 
the meanness of it unless you're built 
of very neutral timber. 


I only spent two or three hours 
In 
Germany, and half of that time was 
spent in a lock-up—^yet I got the hint 
there just as clearly as in any of the 
allied countries. 


Cultivating prejudice in this way is 
just a part of the fighting, one of the 
weapons as much as are rifles and A2- 
centimeter guns. The harm that it does 
lasts loiiger; for 
the 
next hundred 
yearsi tlie hate thus engendered will 
curse the world.

His voice was a husky whisper and his 
eyes rolled wildly as he enlarged nis 
talc. 
"Did you really see that your- 
self?" I asked. 
"Yes." 
"Where?" "In 
Belgium." 
"What part 
of 
Belgium? ' 
"All around, lots of places." 
"When?" 
"Several months ago. 
"|How long wer« 
you there?" Several mojiths,"" Where 
were you?" 
"In Antwerp." 
"How did 
you get there?" 
"On a ship, I am a 
sailor." "How long was the ship there ?" 
"Oh, several weeks." 
"Did you come 
back on the same ship?" "Yes." "When 
did the ship sail?" 
"Oh, several weeks 
ago." 
"And you were in Antwerp all 
the 
time 
until the 
ship 
returned?" 
"Yes." 


Then I turned to the Englishmen ami 
told them what had just been told mc 
in Paris by my friend G 
, who 


had served eight months as an officer 
of the American relief commission 
in 
Belgium. 
He had had the privilege ot 
moving where he pleased 
throughout 
Belgium and in northern France, back 
of the 43erman lines, and he told me 
that he had tried to run down every 
atrocity story he Heard. He said that 
he had never been able to find anything 
worse than the hugging of A woman by 
a soldier, in all the eight months he had 
been there. 


I also told my little audience 
of 
another friend, representing a London 
newspaper, who had been sent by that 
journal among the Belgism refugees at 
the beginning of the war for the ox- 
press purpose of confirming atroc.Lics. 
He had been unable to find one, and had 
been quietly recalled by the paper. 


The dramatic - Belgian's jaw dropped 
as I told this, and when I as gently 
as possible asked him whether he hadn't 
read that story somewhere instead of 
having really seen it, 
he 
didn't "fen; 
swer. 


Just as an English soldier told me, 
the Turks were awful fiends in Armenia 
where he had never been, though all he 
had seen and fought in Gallipoli were 
decent fellows. 
And 
wounded Ger- 
mans, recuperating in Switzerland, told 
me almost word for word the same 
liackneyed stories of the French that 
the French had told me of them. 


Yet, the average, little anything-to- 
succeed war correspondent will sit in his 
office and coolly sell such stories as the 
truth, putting in the greatest bias, just 
to get invited to go to the trenches us 
the guest of the government, or even 
to get the cable officials to send his 
"stuff" a few horn's ahead of his rival'««, 
therebvi "making pood" as a joumaliat.

Visit of Emperor William 
to Russian Town Made 
History Repeat. 


Vihia, Kussia, Jan. 
1—(Correspond- 
ence of the. Associated Press)—Just a 
little more than a centurv after Napol- 
eon victoriously entered this little Rus- 
sian town, a second emperor of an ene- 
my country paid it a visit, and wor- 
shipped in the tiny protestant church 
here. Tlie emperor on this occasion was 
the German kaiser. 


Vilna, in mid-December, was gaily 
decked in honor of the kaiser's coming. 


Whole companies and regiments. of 
troops lined the streets. Quite as many 
civilians looked, eagerly from their win- 
doAvs for a glance at teh man of Avhom 
they had heard so nduch and who, sud- 
denly, had como to play such a large 
part in their lives. 


Between tense lines of soldiers 
the 
kaiser rode to the little church, which, 
in 1812, victorious. Napoleon had visited, 
and. listened to d brief sermon, in which 
the pastor spoke of thcj despair of the 
modern world at the present war, be- 
tween Christian peoples and the appai- 
cnt inabilitv of anyone to stop it.

.old ruin of a castle near widoh he was 
to review his troops. 


In the throng were men whose fath- 
ers had seen Napoleon's entry into Vil- 
na, but who nevtr hac^ expected that in 
their lifetime another 
emperor than 
their own would visit the town. It was 
a curious, silent throng throiigh which 
the kaiser rode, a crowd of undemon- 
strative old men, women and children, 
trying to form some sort of opinion 
about their conqueror and over-lord.

Washington, Jan. 18.—According to 
a preliminary announcement with ref- 
erence to mortality & 1914, issued by 
Director Sam. L. Rogers, of the Bureau 
of the Census, Department of Commerce, 
and compiled by Richard C. Lappiu, 
chief 
statistician for vital 
statistics, 
more than 30 per cent, of the 898,050 
deaths reported for that year in the 
"registration 
area," 
which 
contained 
about two-thirds of the population of 
the entire United States, were'due to 
three canses—heart diseases, tubercu- 
losis, and pneumonia—and more than 
60 per cent, to eleven causes—the three 
just named, together with Bright s dis- 
ease and nephritis, cancer, diarrhea and 
enteritis, apoplexy, 
arterial 
diseases, 
diphtheria, diabetes and typhoid fever. 


The deaths from heart diseases (or- 
ganic diseases of the heart and endo- 
caiditis) in the registration 
area 
in 
1914 numbered 99,534, or 150.8 per 100,- 
000 population. The death or mortalitjr 
rate from this cause shows a marked 
increase as compared with 1900, when 
it was only 123.1 per 100,000. 
• 


Tuberculosis 
in 
its 
various 
forms 
claimed 96,903 victims in 1914, of whicn 
number 84,i|66 died from tuberculosis 
of the lungs, (including acute miliary 
tuberculosis). 
As a result of a more 
general understanding of the laws 
of 
health, the importance of fresh air, etc., 
due in part, no doubt, to the efTorts of 
the various societies for the prevention 
of tuberculosis, there has been a moat 
marked and gratifying decrease during 


recent years in the mortality from this 
scourge of civilization. 
In only a de- 
cade—from 1904 to 1914—thè 
death 
rate from tuberculosis in all its forms 
fell from 200.7 to 146.8 per 100,000, the 
declino being continuous from year to 
year. 
This is a drop of mofc than 25 
per cent. 
Prior to 1904 the fate had 
fluctuated, 
starting at 201.9 in 1900. 
Even yet, however, tuberculosis has the 
gruesome distinction of causing more 
deaths annually than any other form 
of bodily illness except heart diseaies, 
and over 40 per cent, more than all 
external causes—accidents, 
homicides, 
and suicides combined. 


Pneumonia 
(including 
bronchopneu- 
monia) 
was 
responsible 
for 
83,804 
deaths in the registration área in 1914, 
or 127 per 100,000—the lowest rate on 
record. 
The mortality rate from this 
disease, like that from tuberculosis, has 
shown a marked 
decline 
since 1900, 
when it was 180.5 per 100,000. Its fluc- 
tuations from year to year, however, 
have been pronoimced, whereas the de- 
cline in the rate for tuberculosis has 
been nearly continuous. 


The only remaining death rate high- 
er than 10Ò per 100,000 in 1914 was that 
for Bright's disease and acute nephritis, 
102.4. The total number of deaths due 
to these maladies in 1914 was 67,545, 
more than nine-tenths of which were 
caused by Bright's disease and the re- 
mainder by acute nephritis. 
The mor- 
tality from these two causes increased 
from 80 per 100,000 in 1900 to 103.4 in 
1905, since which year it^has fluctuated 
somewhat. 


Next in order to deadliness come can- 
cer and other malignant tumors, winch 
filled 52,420 graves in 1914. 
Of these 
deaths, 19,889, or almost 38 per cent., 
resulted from cancers of the stomach 
and liver. 
The death rate from cancer 
has risen from 63 per 100,000 in 1900 
to 79.4 in 1914. The increase has been 
almost continuous, there having be^m 
but two years—1906 and 1911—which 
showed a decline as compared with the 
veai-s imniediatelv preceding. It is pos- 


sible ti^at at least a part of this indi- 
cated iiicrease is due to more accurst« 
diagnoses and greater care on the paii 
of physicians in making reports to reg- 
istration othiciala.

Film Managers Organize to 
Thwart Scandal Ac- 
cusatioñis. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Jan. 18.—Recent- 
ly a preacher, 
Chas. 
C. . Seleeman, 
launched a morals crusade against mo- 
tion picture studios here. He declaimed 
from his pulpit and the press that im- 
moral conditions existed at i motion pic- 
ture studios, and that managers, di-

He did not mention names. Therefore 
the movie magnates asserted that the 
preacher's accusation was an aspersion 
directed at the entire motion picture 
industry iind that it was untrue. 


The preacher claimed he bad evidence. 
He submitted this evidence to the dis 
trict attornej^'s office and it was de- 
clared worthless. 


To protect themselves from "sensa- 
tion mongers" the movie men have.or- 
ganized, 
They have asked the co-oper 
ation of other commercial 
and 
civic 
bodies in Los Angeles, which has been 
granted. 


At a recent meeting called by the 
mayor here a permanent organization 
was effected for the purpose of bring- 
ing about the fullest co-operat,ion be- 
tween tho mimicipal government, the 
various civic and commercial organiza- 
tions and the motion picture producers. 


Unity was brought about 
between 
the civic bodies and tlie mpvies when 
the city asked the producers to label 
their films "Made in Los Angeles." 


The motion picture men, headed by 
David Griffith, H. O. Davis, Jesse Las- 
ky and David Horsley, agreed to do 
this wherever possible 
providing the 
city would give thetn "fair play," in- 
stead of di.scriminating against them. 


David Horsley, reptesenting the mo- 
tion picture producers, said: 


"The motion picture industry. brings 
into Los Angeles more than $1,500,000 
a month. 
It pays in the city oi Los 
Angeles $25,000~a week in salaries 
alone. In return for this it takes away 
only a f e ^ scrips of celluloid, film. In 
return, it asks only fair play, Avhich 
in the past it 1ms not'received. 


"Recent attacka have been mode on 
the motion picture industry which have 
been absolutely unjustified by any evi- 
rlence submitted. 
The 
business,-has 
been held up to ridicule and scorn. 


"The 
motion 
picture 
producers do 
not ask that such 
practices 
as have 
been charged against their employes be 
covered up or that any guilty person'be 
protected. They do aak, however, that 
if there are violations of the law such 
as have been charged, that such viola- 
tionk be handled accortling to law, , and 
legal evidence submitted to support all 
accusations. 


"I^Iotion picture producer.«? have come 
to Los Angelas because of its wonder- 
ful sunshine and climate. But Xos An- 
geles has no «monopoly . on simshine. 
Other cities have offered Los Angeles 
producers every inducçmèni to , remove 
theif plants; they offer, even, to build 
studios according to our plans, and to 
defray the e,\pcnso of moving. > We do 
not deairo to move, btjt sUanger thii^gs 
have happenedi ^We do »however, de- 
mand fair play and just .treatment, and 
we object to being held up to public 
view as though, we vrerô all moral ; de- 
generates."

White Declares Sentiment 
of Toilers Opposes 
Preparedness. 


Indianapolis, 
Jan. 
18.—Jolm 
P. 
White, international president of the 
United Mine Workers of America, de- 
clared in his biennial report read to the 
delegates of the union in convention 
here today that he was fully convinced 
that the men of labor are "unalterably 
opposed to the whole scheme of pre- 
paredness." 
Mr. 
White 
commended 
President Wilson for keeping" the coun- 
trj' at peace and said that too much 
praise, "cannot be given to the presi- 
dent for his.great efforts in this direc- 
tion." 


The leader of the miners then refer- 
red to preparedness and asserted that 
"the •munition manufacturers who are 
reaping enormous profits by reason of 
the European war would no doubt have 
much to do with the general topic of 
preparedness." 


Did Not Avert War. 


"Preparedness did not avert Var in 
Europe and everything seems to indi- 
cate that preparedness makes for war,' 
he continued, 
"iluny of its advocates 
do not base their claims on patriotism 
or' love of country but if properly an- 
alyzed the intense interest 
they are 
manifesting in preparedness is due to 
the profits tliey would derive from such 
a i)olicy. The appearance of the work-' 
ingraen of the nation with military or- 
gsnizalion has been such as to shake 
their confidence in such movements." 


Taking 
up 
organization 
matters, 
President White referred to the fact 
that tlie wage agreementa will expire 
April 1 in the antiiracite field and in 
central and western Fcnw.syivania, Ohio 
Indiana, Illinois, Wc.'^t Virginia, low.i 
and Kentucky and later in the ear ^lis- 
souri, Kansas, 
Oklahoma, 
Arkansas

"There is no longer any need of re- 
maining idle during negotiations and of 
destroying the markets for organized 
territories by permitting a few who 
speculate in stock coal to make money 
out of the misfortunes of the people 
We always have ample opportunity to 
resort to strikes if strikes we must have, 
and I can see no well-defined reason why 
the miners cannot with just as much 
safety to their Avelfare and intei;est work 
pending negotiations as do other bodies 
of organized workmen imder like cir- 
cumstances. I therefore recommend that 
we aflirm our policy to work pending 
negotiations." 


Mr. "Wliite said he regretted that the 
members of the union by a referendum 
vote had defeated the proposition to re- 
duce the representation in the conven- 
tion, which had been too unAvieldly and 
costly, and he urged that further efforts 
be made to reduce the size of tJie inter- 
national convention?.

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Relation of the Aphis to Forage Crops 


The Pea Aphis is Generally Distribnted Over the United States and 
Soathern Canada, Especially in the Eastern Half, Where it is 
More or Lesa Destractire Ev^y Year. 


By J. DATI& 


The periodic occurrence of the pea 
aphis in unusual abundance on var- 
ious legrumlnous crops, more especially 
red and crimson clovers, vetches, field 
and irarden peas, and sweet peas, has 
placed it amongr the important Injur- 
ious insects of the world, for it is al- 
most cosmopolitan and more or less 
injurious wherever found. 
In Europe 
It has baen the subject of numerous 
treatises, both from the systematic and 
economic viewpoints, and Its identity

has been much confused with other 
closely related species. 
In America it 
seems to have made its first appearance 
in destructive and noticeable numbers 
in 1899, althougrh it is known to have 
been present here for at least two de- 
cades previous, and each year since 
1889 this aphis has been recorded as 
injurious in one or more localities in 
the United States. 


Records of injuries by this insect 
have been reported by various author- 
ities in different parts of this country, 
shoi^ng that for a good many years 
the pea aphis has been present 
in 
serious numbers. 
Dr. J. W. Folsom 
reports injury to red clover in the 
following words: 
"In 1903 the louse 
killed an immense amount of red clo- 
ver and weakened much more in De- 
Kalb county. 111. 
I found on 
one 
farm 80 acres of dead clover roots in 
one field. Not one root in a thousand 
showed any signs of life, and on the 
irround were thousands of oast skins 
of the aphid. 
At cutting time the lice 
had been such a nuisance that the men 
'Objected to handling the crop. 
After 
cutting, the clover never revived. 
In 
neighboring fields there were 
many 
bare spots where the aphid had killed 
the clover locally, and In the growing 
clover were many centers of new in- 
festation, due doubtless to 
migrant 
winged females. 
All of the clover in 
that part of the country was more or 
less Injured; not only old clover but 
also the first-year growth. 
Returning 
to 
the 
same 
region 
the 
following 
summer to see the consequences of 
the Injury, I did not stay long, for it 
was hard to find a field of clover any- 
where. 
The farmers reported that the 
clover had been 'winter killed,' to their 
surprise, since the winter had not bncn 
a severe one and the clover had often 
survived worse winters."

We have seen clover flelds In In- 
diana so badly infested that th« plants 
would be covered with the so-called 
"honeydew," a sticky, sweetish 
fluid 
ejected by the aphis. Walking through 
such an infested field, one's trousers 
would appear green, so thickly would 
they be covered by the plant lies, and 
ruined by the honeydew which cov- 
ered the plants. 
While it is seldom 
that fields are killed outright as de- 
scribed by Dr. Folsom, there can be 
no doubt that the heavy Infestations 
which are so common, have a decided 
weakening effect on the plant 
and 
much of the winter killing of clover 
can be traced back to the depredations 
of the pea aphis. Most probably much 
damage to clover has been overlooked 
or 
attributed 
to 
other 
causes, 
for 
while a crop may be Injured on large 
field crops, such as clover, the injurs' 
will be overlooked unless the field is 
almost killed outright, and subsequent 
effects, such as the weakening of the 
vitality of the plants, is too often at- 
tributed to "winter killing," as Dr. 
Folsom has pointed out. 
Especially 
may this insect be a verj' dangerous 
clover pest if the weather conditions 
are favorable to the aphis and a long 
dry spell retards the jrrowth of the 
clover. 


The aphis prefer the young tender 
leaves and 
stems 
of 
its host, 
but 
eventually it covers the entire plant. 
Garden and sweet peas, being succu- 
lent plants, are seriously attacked and 
readily succumb to the depredations 
of the insects. 
Clover, 
particularly 
red clover, on the other hand. Is able 
to withstand considerable injurj- but, 
as has been noted, even this plant is 
not free from serious damage; 
in fact, 
entire fields of clover are sometimes 
destroyed. 


We have no definite reports of in- 
jury to cattle by feeding clover hay 
which has been heavily infested with 
the aphids; indeed, we have been in- 
formed by cattle feeders, that 
such 
clover, which has a slightly sweetish 


cloyer-rsarden. c r a ^ , Canadian field 
and sweet peaa, vetch and, not in- 
frequently, on alfalfa. 


l i i e pea aphis is one of thè mpst 
prolific of all plant lice. A female can 
fflve birth to a s many as 24 younsr In 
a period of 14 conseoutive hours. 
The 
averaire number of youns per female 
for all Individuals where records were 
kept In 1912 and 1913 was 8.7 per 
day, but this Is the averaire for. the 
e n t i n 
reprbductiye 
period 
of 
each 
female.. Toward the- latter days of 
this insect's life, the birth rate greatly 
diminishes, often not averaging one 
young a day- 


It is doubtful if any species of plant 
life is more harassed by enemies than 
is the pea aphis. 
The common aphis 
fungus Is the most Important natural 
enemy. 
This fungus thrives 
under 
moist conditions, especially when ac- 
companied by warmth. 
This- fiingus 
is contagious and spreads with won- 
derful rapidity. 
Heavy rains destroy.! 
great numbers of plant lice, and very 
hot, drj' weather, seems to hinder ex- 
cessive multiplication, BO that weather 
conditions are a great factor in the 
natural control of this pest. Nine dif- 
ferent species of ladybirds prey upon 
the pea aphis, and the larva of the 
syrphid and cecidomyid fleas are im- 
portant enemies. 


In the clover field the pea aphis is 
ordinarily held in check by its natural 
enemies. If it is apparent that the in- 
sect Is becoming unduly abundant, the 
clover should be cut as soon as pos- 
sible, since the cutting and drying of 
the clover will kill most of the Insects. 
Clover coated with the honeydew of 
the aphids will not cure 
properly. 
Spring pasturing or early cutting back 
of the clover will check the multipli- 
cation of this plant louse.

Winter Food! For 


The Family Cow 


To lay in a supply of winter' food 
for the family end, neglect to cater to 
the family cow Is an ovenilght which 
retaliates upon' the owner straightway 
with unerring accuracy for the milch 
cow measures to her owner in pro- 
portion as he metes out to her the 
materials froni which she is to main- 
tain her own strength and vitality and 
produce a good flow of milk. 


The demands of her body for greater 
warmth 
during the 
winter 
months 
makes It necessary that she be in first- 
class condition-—^fat and sleek. 


An abundance of food which not 
only aids in maintaining her bodily 
warmth, but is of a nature to whet 
the appetite to it keenest is essential 
to keep the milk flow at its best. 


Like other domestic animals, cattle 
enjoy variety. 
The 
available 
food 
material 
on a 
well-conducted 
farm 
affords this. 
Clover and timothy Hay, 
oat hay, com stalks, cow peas, bran, 
a quantity of undersized, unmarket- 
able apples, potatoes, squashes, beets 
and 
carrots 
are 
a 
delight 
to 
the 
healthy cow. 


Where one has not the facilities for 
supplying ensilage the vegetables and 
fruits mentioned above are a most ex- 
cellerit substitute. 


Turnips, cabbage and strong 
flav- 
ored vegetables are also relished by 
this family cow and are very whole- 
some, but as they give an unpleasant 
flavor to the milk, cannot be admitted 
to her diet. 


Decayed or moldy fruit or vege- 
tables should, needless to state, 
be 
rejected. 
The seeds should be 
re- 
moved from squashes and pumpkins 
as they tend to diminish the flow of 
milk. 


In order that the food be whole- 
some and nutritious it must be stored 
under approved conditions. 


Pea hay, well cured, keeps In a mow 
or a loft with plenty of bottom ven- 
tilation. 
Stalks are usually 
ricked 
out of doors. 
This is satisfactory if 
they are thoroughly dry when ricked 
and so tightly packed that those un- 
derneath are thoroughly protected by 
the sloping outside layers. 


The carbon In the food we give to 
live stock is Identically similar to the 
carbon burnt in the furnace or grate 
for the supply of heat. 
In both cases 
there is combustion, although It takes 
a different form. 


I venture to believe that If such pre- 
cautions were systematically adopted 
the milk supply would not fall off aa 
it does and that there would be fewer 
grievances and heàrt-buming disap- 
pointments and failures. 


In 
the 
flrst 
place food may, be 
warmed 
with adVantage. 
The 
hay 
should be of the best and the succulent 
food supplied never given under such 
conditions in large quantities 
quite 
cold but allowed to heat in the heap 
Jn which the rations are mixed to- 
gether. 


It should not be forgotten that a 
large quantity of water or cold man- 
gels or.cabbage means the loss of a 
certain proportion of the food eup- 
pliei which is essentially used in the 
heating of these materials. 


That such a saving would be ef- 
fected during cold^weather there can- 
not be the shadow of a doubt. 
It is 
for this reason that some farmers 
provide a mixing floor of concrete on 
which 
chaff, 
pulped 
roots, 
meal, 
grains, cotton cakes and the like are 
piled, mixed together and allowed to 
remain for twenty-four hours to fer- 
ment. 


Fermentation means heating and in 
this way the food is not only warmed 
and made certainly more tasty to the 
cattle but positively more economical. 


Now the question arises, what food 
may be employed at such times? 
It 
appears to me that judicious innova- 
tion's may be made under special cir- 
cumstances. 


There may, for Instance, be an ad- 
dition of linseed cake, which Is es-' 
pecially useful to stock on account of 
its richness in oil. or of the best form 
of cotton cake' for the same reason. 


The best hay should bo used in pref- 
erence to that which is second rate, 
for while bulky food Is essential, it is 
well that the food given at a time of 
stress should be of the richest, afford- 
ing more nourishment and consequent- 
ly supplying greater heat to the body. 


If succulent food Is given It had 
better be supplied in a way suggested 
through the process of fermentation.

A WELI;-FED DAIRY COW GIVES HER OWNER FINE FROFIT& 


If the poultry business Is such a 
paying proposition why do so many 
people make a failure of it? . 


People fail in the poultry business 
for just the same reasons that failures 
are made in other buslnessee—-lack of 
knowledge or lack of attention to the 
business, or for some heavy handicap 
SUCH as poor location or lack of suffi- 
cient capital to go into the business 
right. 


A great many people get their Ideas 
of the proflts to be made in keeping 
poultry from poultry books and papers 
written by those who are advertising 
some special breed of poultry or have 
for sale some special poultry food or 
have on hand some other axe to grind. 


Because of this the proflts are flg- 
ured too high for ordinary 
poultry 
keepers to reach. 
Of course It is not 
to be denied that in some cases the 
profit from one hen for a year may be 
three dollars. 
I have made it myself, 
but commonly it is apt to be nearer 
one dollar. 


A person starting the poultry busi- 
ness with the larger profits in mind 
will not so closely watch the expenses 
and this must 
be carefully looked 
after to make a success, in this as 
In any other business. 


The profit Is always greater pro- 
portionately from a small 
flock 
of 
hens than from a large one. 
There 
are several reasons for this. 
The 
smaller flook has a better chance on 
the range, are sure not to be over- 
crowded and there are so few of them 
that 
the 
table 
scraps 
which 
they 
usually get will do them some good 
and they individually receive more at- 
tention in every way. 


Not knowing these things, a begin- 
ner thinks if he can make a profit of 
say $2 a hen from a fiock of 20 hens, 
making a total profit of |40. that he can 
make $1,000 from a fiock of BOO hens, 
but he will find this quite a different 
proposition. 


Usually the first thing he does when 
he increases his flock is to overcrowd 
the fowls. 
Then he will get but few 
eggs while the cost of keeping each 
hen is as much as^ though she laid an 
egg every day. 
Beside this, the fowls 
soon get sick when they» are crowded 
and then there is a loss to go on the 
debit side of their account 


Another mistake Is In thinking tha* 
anyone without any knowledge of the 
work can give the hens the proper 
care and that all there is to do is to 
throw the feed at them and gathei; 
the eggs. 


The business must be learned either 
by study or experience, sometimes sad 
experience. 


The problem of proper feeding alone 
calls for thought, good judgment and 
careful watching of the flock on th® 
part of even those who have had con-« 
siderable experience with poultry. 


It requires close observation aiid> 
attention to detail to see that a fiock 
of hens is fed enough, yet not too 
much, and that they are compelled to 
take exercise to keep them in good 
condition. 


Another 
thing 
that 
often 
cause« 
failure is carelessness. 
After a long 
spell of taking good care of the fowls, 
watching their feeding and working 
with and taking thought for them, on® 
Is apt to have a spell of forgetfulness 
or carelessness and think, "Oh, I'm 
so tired of the hens! 
I gruess they 
can get along' without me fussing so 
much, etc.," and so the houses are not 
cleaned and they are fed hit or miss 
for a time. 


Take my word for it, such an attack 
of "tiredness" is paid for and dearly, 
and the person indulging in It will 
have some valuable experience 
and 
fewer eggs if not fewer hens before 
the flock Is brought back to condi« 
tion. 


It is a great mistake also to keep 
old hens that are past their useful« 
ness for laying eggs. 
Often enough 
of these are kept to eat up the proflta 
from the entire flock and the Indus., 
trious hens, as well as the business 
are 
condemned 
because the 
owner 
hasn't the sense or the energy or th« 
courage to cull out the old hens and 
sell them. 


Perhaps you hate to make 
your 
flock so small but what is the uss ot 
caring for and feeding 100 hens to 
get no more eggs than you would from 
50 with half the expense of feed? 


Another place where the proflts are 
Iqst, often enough to cause failnre, 
is in the marketing. 


Poultry products can be sold care^ 
lessly on the open market for the same 
price as other 
carelessly 
cared-for 
products, but by taking car© with the 
preparation 
and 
marketing 
thes« 
products a much better price can b4| 
obtained. 


Prevent the Roup 


Thouisands of dollars were lost to 
poultrymen and farmers last fall be- 
cause of carelessness. 
Too busy; no 
hurry; will do this or that before cold 
weather. 
But we never get over the 
rush; there is no use in hurrying after 
the damage is done; we never do to- 
morrow what we neglect to do today. 


There is little danger from roup if 
we can get through the fall months 
without Its appearance. 
Now Is the 
time to prevent the disease getting a 
foothold. ^ These cold, snappy nights 
and cool, wet mornings are likely to 
cause colds, especiallj' when fowls are 
crowded in their roosting quarters or 
coops. 


Sell all the old hens not wanted to 
use for breeders at once. 
They are 
about through laying for the season. 
i.re taking a long vacation, and are 
worth as much per pound as they ever 
/vill be. 


Send all cockerels not salable as 
breeders to market as soon as they are 
large enough. 
The price is rapidly 
• 
dropping and will continue to do so, 
;; but even at a better price you could 
. not afford to crowd your pullets. 


Mites and lice have too often had 
free swing about the place. 
Get busy

PLANNING A DRAINAGE SYSTEM FOR THE FARM 


Important Factors to Consider in Deciding Upon a Plan of Land Drainage—Points About Depth and Distance to Lay Tile. 


In planning a system of drainage 
for the farm it is necessary to deter- 
mine flrst whether open ditches or 
covered tile drains are to be con-

structed. 
Open ditches are generally 
used when large quantities of surface 
water are to be removed or where land 
and I labor are cheap* 
The disadvan- 
tage of open ditches include the large 
amount of land they occupy, their in- 
terference with farming 
operations, 
and 
the high 
cost of 
keeping 
the 
ditches clean and the banks free from 
weeds. 
Tile drains usually give more 
thorough drainage. 
They occupy no 
land surface and do not Interfere with 
farming operations. 
If properly'con- 
structed they are practically perman- 
ent and require almost no expenditure 
for maintenance. . 


The farmer must decide the amount 
of money he can invest for drainage. 
Usually it will be best to start with 
that part of the fanrt where the profits 
from drainage will be greatest and to 
extend the system as more funds, are 
available. 
This plan of doing a part 
at a time has the advantage of per- 
mitting the farmer io observe the re- 
sults obtained and in the following 
work to make any iniprbvements that 
may be found expedient in the .plan. 
It also permits the farmer to estimate 
closely whether it will be profitable 
to Invest the money ,neceBsaiy for 
completing the drainage system. 


On rolling lands where only occa- 
sional wet spots are to be drained the 
random system (fig. 1) is commonly 
used. 
On level ^ n d s needing artificial 
drainage a uniform system 
(figs. 2 
and 
3) must be planned that 
wilt 
provide drains for the entire area. The 
most economical .arrangement of such 
a system is one which permits the use 
of 
long 
laterals 
and 
requires 
the 
shortlist total length of main drains. 


No hard and fast rule can be given 
for determining the si«es of .tile to be 
used.. Drains should be, large enough 


to remove the surplus water before 
the crops are injured, even after a 
hea^'y 
rainfall 
in 
continued 
wet 
weather. 
It Is .better to use sizes too 
large than too small and no tile less 
than 
four 
inches 
inside 
diameter 
should be used. 
In the -middle west 
the tendency is to use nothing smaller 
th4.11 five-inch tile. 
The mains should 
be large enough to take the flow from 
the 
laterals. 
Actual 
practice 
has 
shown that for the dark silt loams of 
Illinois and Iowa, where the average 
annual rainfall Is approximately 36

inches, 8-inch tile having a fall of 2 
Inches in 100 feet will provide outlet 
drainage for 40. acres, 7-inch tile for 
30 acres, 6-lnch tile for 20 acres, 
5-lnch tile for 10 ancres, and 
4-inch 
tile for 6 acres. 
Oh stiff soils with 
equal rainfall the same, sized outlets 
will - be adequate, :but on 4he 
level 
soils of the South Atlantic and Qulf 
states where the ^annua! rainfall is 
approximately 50 inches, only about 
one-half the areas named above can 
be drained with, tile of these. sises. 


The proper depth for tile 
drains 
depends upon the soil and varies from 
3 to 4 feet. 
In heavy silt loams and 
clays the depth should be from 2 to 3 
feet- In more open soils it should be 
greater. 
The best distance between 
laterals when common farm crops are 
to be grown is determined by much the 
same conditions that determine 
the 
proper depth. 
In close retentive soils 
where the drains are placed from 3 to 
S feet deep the laterals should 
be 
placed from 30 to 50 feet apart. 
In 
open soils that give up water readily 
and where the drains are 8 to 4 feet 
deep, the laterals may be from SO to 
150 feet a p a r t 
In very porous soils 
the spacing may be even-greater. Ac- 
cording to the opinion of experts Jn 
the office of r u r a r engineering, of the 
United 
States 
Agricultural 
Depart- 
ment, where the land is used for truck 
or other special crops, the depth and 
spacing should be arranged to give 
the amount -of drainage desired. 
In 
sòme muck lands with peaty subsoils 
it seems that drains may be placed 
too deep to give the best results with 
certain crops. 


Unless a farmer has had consider- 
able experience in drainage'work and 
knows ' how to . run accurate levels it 
will usually be advisable for him to 
employ someone who has had 
this 
kind of experience to assist in plan- 
ning and laying out the drainage sys- 
tem. 
Tile should have a fall of not 
less than one inch to 100 feet if pos- 
sible and greater fall than this is very 
desirable. 
Where little fall can be 
obtained, 
particular 
care 
must 
be 
taken to secure a true grade 
and 
alignment for the drain.. If the land 
is level, the drain must be started 
deep at , the outlet in order to get the 


fall. 
If the ground surface Is level 
for 1,000 feet, a 2-inch fall to 100 
feet can be obtained by starting the 
drain five feet deep at the outlet and 
running to three feet four Inches deep 
at the upper end.

As a group thrushes are plainly col^ 
orsd and seem to be especially adapt'4 
ed to thickly settled rural districts, eg 
the shyest of them do not require any 
greater seclusion than that afforded 
by an acre or two of woodland at 
swamp. 


The thrushes are largely insectlr-« 
orous, and also are fond of epideH^ 
myriapods, sowbugs, snails and snglf> 
worms. 
The vegetable portion of th j v 
diet consists mostly of berries and otlu 
er small fruits. 
As a family thrush«« 
can not bs called clean feedexsi tor 
the food eaten often contains a oon^ 
siderable proportion of such matted 
as dead leavss, stems, and other part* 
of more or less decayed vegetation. It 
might be supposed that this was gath- 
ered from the ground with inseets and 
other food, but investigation 
shows 
that much of it has a different origin. 
It was noticed that the setae or splnea 
of earthworms were a very oommoi% 
accompaniment of this decayed vege« 
tatlon. 
Earthworms themselves mrm 
rather rarely found in stomaehs, ml« 
though some birds, as the robin, eat 
them freely. It Is well known that t ^ 
food of earthworms consists largely 
of partially decayed vegetable matter 
found in the soil. Hence it is probable 
that decayed végétation found in the 
stomachs of thrushes is the food COB« 
tained in the earthworms when they 
were swallowed. 


Thrushes show a very pronoonced 
taste for ants. 
Few birds other than 
woodpèckers show so strong a likinff 
for this highly fiavored food. 
Hymen« 
optera In general, Includig ants, beea 
and wasps, are the second largest item 
of Insect food. Caterpillars stand next 
as an article of thrush diet, while 
grasshoppers, ^trhich are a 
favorite 
food with most birds, do not seem ta 
appeal much to the thrushee.

Headquarters of the First 
Siberian 
Corps, Dec. 30—(Correspondence of The 
Associated Press)—The First Siberian 
regiment, which, with 
others of the 
First Siberian Corps turned the tide of 
battle at Lodz, when a Russian army 
was almost completely enveloped by the 
Germans, and which bore the "brunt of 
the lighting before Warsaw, has a his- 
tory dating back two hundred years. It 
was created in 1720 by Peter the Great. 
It Avas the regiment sent in the Chin- 
ese expedition in 1900-02, and for its 
services at that time it was awarded 
a flag with a special inscription by the 
emperor. 
It was a part of the First 
Manchurian Army in the Japanese war 
and fought at Lo-Yan, Chai-Hai and 
Mukden. 
Mucli has been written about 
their 
intrepid 
valor 
during 
that 
struggle. 


When the present emperor, as heir to 
the throne, went to thb Far East, h 
christened the regiment his own, with 
the right to bear his initials upon their 
shoulder-straps.

The place at the table 
is served as though the emperor were 
present in fact. 


Another tradition of this regiment,

•ray! 
As if prepared for a ball. 


"They had earlier in the evening gone 
to the theater. How she caressed him 
there, pressing him closely, her head 
upon his shoulder! No one seated near 
could have imagined himself beside live 
ghosts. 


"Afterward there had been a good 
dinner at a restaurant. 


"Then—^they went to the appointed 
place. At her residence she said to him. 
'Wait for me; I shall leave my hat and 
coat, and take a counterpane with mo.'

Winter Food For 


The Family Cow 


To lay in a supply of winter food 


for the family and neglect to cater to 
tha family cow is an oversight which 
retaliates upon the owner straightway 
with unerring: accuracy for the milch 
cow measures to her owner in pro- 
portion as he metes out to her the 
materials from which she 1? to main- 
tain her own streng-th and vitality and 
produce a good flow of milk. 


The demands of her body for greater 


warmth during the winter months 
n.akes It necessary that she be in flrst- 
class condition—fat and sleek. 


An abundance of food which not 


only aids In maintaining her bodily 
warmth, but is of a nature to whet 
the appetite to it keenest IB essential 
to keep the milk flow at its best. 


Like other domestic animals, cattle 


enjoy variety. 
The available food 


material on a well-conducted farm 
affords this. Clover and timothy hay. 
oat hay. corn stalks, cow peas, bran, 
a quantity of undersized, unmarket- 
able apples, potatoes, squashes, beets 
and carrots are a delight to the 
healthy cow. 


Where on* has not the facilities for 


supplying ensilage the vegetables and 
fruits mentioned above are a most ex- 
cellent substitute. 


Turnips, cabbage and strong flav- 


ored vegetables are also relished by 
this family cow and are very whole- 
some, but as they give an unpleasant 
flavor to the milk, cannot b« admitted 
to her diet. 


Decayed or moldy fruit or vege- 


tables should, needless to ntate, be 
rejected. 
The seeds should be re 


moved from squashes and pumpkin* 
as they tend to diminish the flow of 
milk. 


In order that the food be whole- 


some and nutritious it must be stored 
under approved conditions. 


Pea hay, well cured, keeps In a mow 


or a loft with plenty of bottom ven- 
tilation. 
Stalks are usually ricked 


out of doors. This is satisfactory If 
they are thoroughly dry when ricked 
and HO tightly packed that those un- 
derneath are thoroughly protected by 
the (doping outside layers. 


The carbon In the food we ctve to 


live stock !s identically similar to the 
carbon burnt in the f uraac* or grate 
for the supply of heat In both cases 
there la combustion, although it taxes 
a different form. 


I venture to believe that If such pre- 


cautions were systematically adopted 
the milk supply would not fall off a» 
it doe« and that there would be fewer 
grievances and heart-burning disap- 
pointments and failure*. 


In the first place food may be 


•warmed -with advantage. 
The hay 


ehould be of the best and the succulent 
food supplied never given under such 
conditions in large quantities quite 
cold but allowed to heat in the heap| 
In which the rations are mixed to-i 
gether. 


It should not be forgotten that a! 


large quantity of water or cold man-| 
gels or cabbage means the lo.-s of a 
certain proportion of the food eup- 
plle-l which Is essentially used in the 
heating of these materials. 


That such a caving would be ef- 


fected during cold weather there can- 
not be the shadow of a doubt. It Is 
for this reason that some farmers 
provide a mixing floor of concrete on 
which 
chaff, 
pulped roots, meal, 


grains, cotton cakes and the like are 
piled, mixed together and allowed to 
remain for twenty-four houxo to fer- 
ment 


Fermentation means heating and In 


thl§ way the food Is not only warmed 
and made certainly more tasty to the 
cattle but positively more economical. 


Now the question arises, what food 


may be employed at such times? It 
appears to me that judicious Innova- 
tions may be made under special cir- 
cumstances. 


There may, for Instance, be an ad- 


dition of Unseed cake, which is es- 
pecially useful to stock on account of 
its richness in oil, or of the best form 
of cotton cake for the same reason. 


The best hay should be used In pref- 


erence to that which is second rate. 
for while bulky food is essential. It le 
well that the food given at a time of 
stress should b« of the richest, afford- 
ing more nourishment and consequent- 
ly supplying greater heat to the body. 


If succulent food is given It had 


better be supplied In a way suggested 
through the process of fermentation.

If the poultry business Is such a 


paying proposition why do so many 
people make a failure of it? 


People fail in the poultry business 


for just the same reasons that failures 
are made in other businesses—lack of 
knowledge or lack of attention to the 
business, or for some heavy handicap 
such as poor location or lack of suffi- 
cient capital to go into the business 
right. 


A great many people get their Ideas 


of the profits to be made in keeping 
poultry from poultry books and papers 
written by those who are advertising 
some special breed of poultry or have 
for sale some special poultry food or 
have on hand some other axe to grind. 


Because of this the profits are fig- 


ured too high for ordinary poultry 
keepers to reach. Of course it 1* not 
to bs denied that in rome cases the 
profit from one hen for a year may be 
three dollars. I have made it myself, 
but commonly It is apt to be nearer 
one dollar. 


A person starting the poultry busi- 


ness with the larger profits in mind 
will not so closely watch the expense* 
and this must be carefully looTted 
after to make a success. In this 
In any other business. 


The profit Is always greater pro- 


portionately from a small flock of 
hens than from a large one. There 
are several reasons for this- 
The 


smaller flock has a better chance on 
the rang«. are sure not to be over- 
crowded and there are so few of them 
that the table scraps which they 
usually get will do them some good 
and they Individually receive more at- 
tention In every way. 


Not knowing these things, a begin- 


ner thinks If he can make a profit of 
say $! a hen from a flock of 20 hens 
making a total profit of $40, that he can 
make {1,000 from a. flock of EDO hens 
but ho will find this quite a different 
proposition. 
' 


Another mistake Is !n thinking that 


anyone without any knowledge of the 
work can give the hens the prope* 
care and that all there is to do Is to 
throw the feed at them and gather 
the eggs. 


The business must be learned either 
y study or experience, sometimes rrt 


experience^ 


A •WEUO-FED DAIIVY COW GIVES HER OWNER FIXE PROFITS. 


Usually the first thing he does -whs 


he increases his flock is to overcrow 
the fowls. Then he will get but fe 
eggs while the cost of keeping eac 
hen Is as much as though she laid a 
egg every day- Beside this, the fowls 
soon set sick when they are crowded 
and then there is a loss to go on the 
debit side of their account. 


The problem of proper feeding-alon* 
alls for thought, good judgment and 
areful watching of the flock on the 
iart of even those who have had con- 
iderable experience with poultry. 


It requires clone, observation «»« 


attention to detail to see that a flock 
if hens Is fed enough, yet not too 
much, and that they are compelled to 
ake exercise to keep them in p>od 
.onditlon. 


Another thing that often causes 


'allure is carelessness. 
After a long 


pell of taking good care of the fowls, 
vatching their feeding and workinc 
with and taking thought for them, one 
a apt to have a spell of forgettulness 
or carelessness and think, "Oh, Tm, 
so tired of the hens! 
I guet* they 


can get along without me fueslng so 
much, etc.," and so the houses ore not 
cleaned and they are fed hit or mlw 
for a time. 


Take my word for it. such an attacX 


of "tiredness" is paid for and dearly, 
and the person indulging in It will 
[lave some valuable experience and 
fewer eggs if not fewer hens before 
the flock Is brought back to condi- 
tion. 


It Is a great mistake also to keep 


old hens that are past their useful- 
ness for laying eggs. 
Often enough 


of these are kept to «at up the profits 
from the entire flock and the indus- 
trious hens, as well 8.8 the business 
are condemned because ths owner 
hasn't the sense or the energy or th« 
courage to cull out the old hens and 
sell them. 


Perhaps you hate to make your 


flock so small but what is the use o< 
car.ing for and feeding 100 hens to 
get no more eggs than yon would .from; 
50 with half the expense of feed? 


Another place where the profits are 


lost, often enough to cause failure 
is In the marketing. 


Poultry products can b» sola c*r«-i 


lessly on the open market for the w.m» 
price as other carelessly cared-fof 
products, but by taking care with th« 
preparation 
and 
marketing thes« 


products a much better price CAB b« 
obtained. 


Prevent the Roup

COKJJ SUCKERS.

used when large quantities ot surface 
water are to be removed or where land 
and labor are cheap. The disadvan- 
tage of open ditches include the large 
amount of land they occupy, their in- 
terference with farming operations, 
and the high cost of keeping the 
ditches clean and the ba.nks free from 
weeds. Tile drains usually give more 
thorough drainage. 
They occupy no 


land surface and do not interfere 
farmlng operations. If. properly con- 
st ructed they are practically perman- 
ent, and require almost no expenditure 
for maintenance. 


The farmer must decide the amount 


of money he can Invest for drainage. 
Usually it will' be best to start with 
that part of the farm where the profits 
from drainage will be greatest and to 
extend the system as more funds are 
available. This plan of doing a part 
at a time has the advantage of per- 
mitting the farmer to observe the re- 
sults obtained and in the following 
work to make any improvements that 
may be found expedient In the plan. 
It also permits the farmer to estimate 
closely whether it will be profitable 
to invest the money necessary for 
completing the drainage system. 


On rolling lands where only occa- 


sional wet spots are to be drained the 
random system (fig. 1) is commonly 
used. On level lands needing artificial 
drainage a uniform system (figs. 2 
and 3) must be planned that will 
provide drains for the entire area. The 
most economical arrangement of such 
a system,Is one which permits the use 
of long laterals and requires the 
shortest total length of main drains.

The vegetable portion of 
diet consists mostly of berries and 
or small fruits. ^As a family thru«h,e< 
can not be called clean feedew, tor 
tha food eaten often contains a con- 
Elderable proportion of such matte* 


dead leaves,- stems, and other parti 


of more or less decayed reg-etatipn. It 
might be supposed that this was gath- 
ered from the ground with InsscU and 
other food, but investigation shown 
that much of It ha« a different origin. 
It was noticed that the tetae or splnea 
of earthworms were a very common 
accompaniment of this decayed vege- 
tation. Earthworms themselvei arct 
-rather rarely found in stomachs, al- 
though some birds, as the robin, eat 
th«m freely. It is well known that tha 
food of earthworms consists largely 
of partially decayed vegetable matter 
found in the soil. Hence it' is probable 
that decayed vegetation found in tha 
stomachs of thrushes is the food con- 
tained in the earthworms when they 
were swallowed. 


Thrushes show a very pronounced 


taste.for ants. Few birds other than 
woodpeckers show so strong a liking 
for this highly flavored food. Hymen- 
optera In general, includlg ants, beea 
and wasps, are the second largest item 
of Insect food. Caterpillars island next 
as an article of thrueh diet, while 
grasshoppers, -which ars a, favorite 
food with most birds, do not seem to 
appeal much to the thrushes.
